It  will  be  seen  that  the  expenses  paid  by  school  orders 
the  past  year  exceed  those  of  the  proceeding  3  ear  by  nearly 
$6800. 

By  comparison  of  the  different  items  in  the  table  it  will 
be  seen  that  while  the  amounts  paid  foi-  Irunsportation  re- 
main about  the  same,  the  expense  for  teaching  has  increased 
nearly  $3000,  and  general  expenses  $3800. 

This  flrst  item  includes  nearly  $1000  brought  over  un- 
paid from    last  years  salaries,    thiee  new  schools,  made 
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necessary  by  the  large  increase  in  number  of  scbolars  in 
the  lower  grades,  which  with  another  week  of  school  a<?de(l 
to  the  school  year,  accounts  for  $1200,  while  sundry  advan- 
ces, in  wages  paid,  over  those  of  preceeding  years  made 
necessary  to  secure  and  hold  competent  teachers,  accounts 
for  the  'remaining  $800. 

Even  with  increased  wages  it  has  been  difficult  to  fill  all 
the  district  positions.  Same  of  our  neighboring  towns  are 
paying  $9  00  per  week  in  ^raall  district  schools. 

The  increase  in  general  expense  comes  ilmost  entirely  in 
the  village  repair  account,  from  fitting  up  th^.  Sanders 
proi'erty  with  four  rooms  for  the  first  two  grades;  and  the 
amount  paid  the  disti  ict  superintendent;  while  on  the  other 
hand  the  expense  for  V)ooks  decreased  $800 

Your  directors  have  received  $24500  and  have  paid  out 
$25600,.  an  apparent  deficit  of  $1100,  apparent,  because  al- 
though voted  a  credit,  for  repairs,  of  $1500  at  the  meeting 
authorizing  the  Sanders  pui chase,  they  have  not  taken  it. 
After  July  1st,  the  town  wili  leceive  from  the  state  about 
three  fifths  of  the  salat  y  advanced  the  disti  ict  superinten- 
dent. Among  the  repairs  on  school -huut^es,  other  than 
Sanders  buildings,  were  outside  painting  at  the  high  school 
repairs  to  the  roof,  and  making  over  the  eighth  grade  room 
into  two  high  school  recitation  rooms,  ana  the  thorough  re- 
pair and  refittingOf  the  school  houses  in  the  Button  and 
West  Springfield  districts. 

Owing  to  the  high  prices  of  labor  and  material  your  di- 
rectors have  been  delayed  in  contracting  for  the  new  school 
building  voted  for  North  Springfield,  but  fuliy  expect  to 
make  a  contract  before  this  report  is  issued.  It  is  hardly 
necessary  to  point  out  that  the  delay  will  advantage  the 
town  iu  prices  of  labor  and  material. 

The  physical  coudition   of  the  town   school  property  is 
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now  excellent,  it  being  intended  with  the  completion  of  the 
proposed  new  building  at  I^Torth  Springfield,  to  discontinue 
the  schools  in  the  Springfield,  Chester  and  the  Baker 
districts. 

Based  on  our  expenses  for  transportation,  the  town  re- 
ceived $1167  67  from  the  state  fund  appropriated  lor  that 
purpose.  We  believe  the  district  supervision,  into  which 
this  town  entered  during  the  year,  as  outlined  in  report  of 
last  year,  a  dislinct  advantage  and  gain;  the  nominal  super- 
vision of  former  years  becoming  expert,  directive,  and  ac- 
tual, and  the  work  of  groups  of  schools  co  ordinated,  some- 
thing the  towns  singly  could  hardly  afford. 

While  appreciating  the  fact  that  there  is  always  room 
for  improvement,  your  directors  report  a  year  unusually 
smooth  in  discipline  and  administration.  We  candidly  be- 
lieve honest  and  increasingly  efficient  work  is  being  done 
both  by  teachers  and  scholars. 

A  word  more,  mainly  for  the  outlook  for  ^he  coming 
year.  It  must  be  evident  to  all  interested  that  the  Sanders 
purchase  was  amply  justified  by  the  relief  afforded  the 
greatly  overcrowded  high  school  building.  The  repair  ac- 
count for  the  coming  year  will  be  small,  and  the  other  ex- 
pense accounts  certainly  not  over  normal. 

In  view  of  the  prospective  increase  in  the  town  grand 
list  the  coming  year,  as  well  as  the  severity  of  the  pre- 
sent business  depression,  we  suggest  that  a  tax  of  fifty 
cents  on  the  grand  list,  in  place  of  the  present  one  of 
fifty-five  cents,  be  voted  which,  with  our  other  income, 
should  pay  the  overdraft  of  the  current  year,  and  the  ex- 
penses of  next  year.  A  less  tax  is  inadvisable  as  it  would 
deprive  us  of  state  school  money,  and,  should  a  surplus  re- 
main, it  could  be  applied  on  our  outstanding  school  debt.

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Superintendent  s  Report 

To  THE  Members  of  the  School  Board:— 

Gentlemen: — I  herewith  submit  to  you  my  first 
annual  report  as  superintendent  of  schools  and  with  it  such 
suggestions  and  recommendations  as,  m  my  judgment,  the 
needs  of  the  scnools  demand. 

the  high  school 
A  high  standard  of  efficiency  has  been  maintained  in 
the  high  school  department.  I  congratulate  the  Board 
upon  the  Selection  of  a  principal,  I  think  no  mistake  was 
made.  There  has  been  manifested  an  interest  an(J  enthu- 
siasm on  the  part  of  the  teachers  that  has  communicated 
itself  to  the  students  with  excellent  results.  The  old  course 
of  study  has  been  revised  and  improved.  Some  changes  in 
the  commercial  course  are  under  consideration  which  will 
result,  we  believe,  in  the  strengthening  oi  this  department. 
We  have  not  offered  this  course  to  enable  those  pupils  who 
do  not  like  to  work  an  easy  way  to  graduate.  As  many 
hours  are  required  in  this  course  as  in  any  other.  It  is  our 
purpose  to  make  this  course  a  thoroughly  practical  one  for 
the  benefit  of  those  boys  and  girls  whose  school  life  will 
end  with  the  high  school. 

A  yery  liberal  policy  has  been  pursued  by  the  Board 
in  furnishing  high  school  privileges.  You  have  given  the 
boys  and  girls  exceptional  opportunities.  I  believe,  how- 
ever, that  the  present  policy  of  furnishing  free  text  books 
in  the  high  school  is  unwise.    I  would  recommend  that 


each  pnpil  buy  his  own  books;  that  they  be  bought  by  the 
Board,  as  at  present,  and  sold  at  the  actual  cost.  In  noedy 
cases,  books  should  be  supplied  free.  A  more  detailed 
account  of  the  work  and  the  special  needs  of  the  high 
school  will  be  found  in  the  principal's  report. 

THE  GRADES 

In  the  work  of  the  grades  during  the  present  year 
three  definite  purposes  have  been  in  view;  first,  to  arran^je 
tht^  woi  k  so  that  pupils  of  superior  ability  may  make  pro- 
gress at  a  rate  consistent  with  their  ability;  second,  to  g>ve 
the  slower-  pupils  nrore  attention;  third,  to  teach  the  pupils 
to  becorne  mjre  self-reliant.  To  secure  these  results  each 
g:rade  has  been  divided  into  two  divisions,  the  divisions 
being  made  according  to  the  ability  of  the  pupil.  The 
divisions  were  not  made  for  the  purpose  of  crowding  pupils 
from  grade  to  grade  nor  was  it  expected  that  a  large  num- 
l)er  would  be  promoted  during  the  year.  But  the  results 
obtained  have  justified  the  method,  a  few  have  been  pro- 
moted, the  teachtrs  have  had  more  time  to  devote  to  slower 
pupils  and  all  haye  been  obliged  to  depend  more  npou  their 
own  efforts.  The  change  has  given  the  teacher  more  work 
but  the  results  are  more  satisfactory. 

The  crowded  condition  which  has  existed  for  some 
time  was  relived  by  the  additional  rooms  in  the  Sander's 
property.  The  enrollment  in  the  various  grades  in  the 
fall  term  was  as  follows; 

Grade  8,    82  Grade  5,    64  Grade  2,  69 

Grade  7,    41  Grade  4,    71  Gr  ade  1,  52 

Gr  ade  6,    39  Grade  3,  54 

Grade  5  vvas  divided  between  two  teachers,  three 
teachers  were  employed  for  grades  3  and  4,  and  two 
teachers  for  each  of  the  lowest  grades,  1  and  2.  Such  an 
arrangement  was  justified  by   an  enrollment  of  422  pupils 
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below  the  high  school.  This  gave  an  average  of  35  pupils 
to  each  teacher,  some  having  more  and  some  less.  We 
appreciate  that  this  is  a  less  number  than  teachers  formerly 
had  but  for  several  years  our  rooms  have  been  over-crowded 
and  it  was  to  relieve  just  this  condition  that  extra  teachers 
were  employed.  The  fact  that  the  attendance  in  the 
primary  rooms  would  fall  off  to  the  extent  that  it  has 
during  the  present  term  conld  not  be  foreseen.  With  a 
return  of  normal  conditions  in  the  business  of  the  town, 
thore  will  be  a  material  increase  in  the  school  attendance. 

There  has  been  a  special  effort  made  to  increase  the 
average  attendance  and  to  secure  greater  promptness  on  the 
part  of  the  pupil.  A  banner  has  been  offered  to  the  room 
which  has  had  the  highest  percentage  of  attendance  for 
the  week.  As  a  result,  a  marked  improvement  in  the  at- 
tendance has  been  noticed. 

THE  RURAL  SCHOOLS 

In  a  report  of  one  of  my  predecessors  your  attention 
was  called  to  the  need  of  requiring  more  experience  and 
better  training  of  all  those  who  desired  positions  in  our 
schools.  I  repeat  the  statement  then  made  that  giaduation 
from  our  higli  school  is  not  sufficient  , training.  If  the 
j^raduates  of  our  school  desire  to  teach,  let  them  fit  them 
selves  to  be  teachers.  Ac  present  there  are  four  normal 
trained  teachers  in  our  rural  schools,  four  who  have  had 
experience  but  are  not  normal  trained,  and  four  who  have 
had  no  experience.  I  would  make  the  following  recom- 
mendationsj  that  all  positions  which  become  vacant  be 
tilled  by  normal  trained  teachers  or  by  those  who  have  had 
experience,  and  that  a  minimum  salary  of  $8  and  a  maxi- 
mum of  $10  be  established  for  rural  schools. 

So  far  as  possible  all  the  advantages  of  the  central 
schools  have  been  .extended  to  the  rural  schools.  Teachers 
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meeting  have  been  held  and  ways  and  means  discussed  as 
to  the  best  way  to  accomplish  the  work  required.  Model 
classes  have  been  conducted  by  grade  teachers  and  methods 
of  instruction  explained.  A  visiting  day  has  been  given 
all  the  teachers  when  they  have  visited  the  grade  schools. 
These  visits  have  proven  very  helpful.  It  is  rhe  purpose 
of  your  superintendent  to  make  our  rural  schools,  more 
and  more,  an  integral  part  of  our  public  school  system,  in 
fact  as  well  as  name. 

The  school  houses,  for  the  most  part,  are  in  very  good 
repair.  The  Baker  school  house  is  not  fit  for  use  in  its 
present  condition.  No  school  should  be  maintained  here. 
With  the  erection  ot  a  new  school  house  at  North  Spring 
field  the  school  will  be  closed  This  is  true  of  the  Spring- 
field and  Chester  school.  I  would  urge  the  adoption  of  the 
jacketed  stoves  in  all  school  houses,  where  they  have  been 
us^d  they  have  worked  well. 

SCHOOL  CENSUS 

I  have  received  from  the  clerk  of  the  School  Board  the 
following  figures  as  a  result  of  the  school  census  recently 
taken:

Total  849 
There  has  been  enrolled  in  our  schools  732  pu])ils, 
nearly  89  per  cent  of  the  total  school  population.  Of  this 
total  over  60  are  between  the  ages  of  5  and  8  and  have 
never  attended  school.  Of  the  175  between  the  ages  of  15 
and  18,  over  100  are  in  school.  The  per  cent  of  those  of 
compulsory  school  age  who  are  in  school  is  very  high. 

DRAWING  AND  MUSIC 

Never  has  the  school  had  better  opportunities  for  train- 
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ing  in  drawing  and  music  than  has  been  enjoyed  this 
year.  A  special  teacher  for  each  department  has  given  her 
whole  time  to  the  work  and  the  results  have  been  most  ex- 
cellent. Some  of  the  work  done  in  drawing  was  sent  to  the 
State  Teacher's  Association  Meeting,  held  in  Burlington, 
for  exhibition,  where  it  called  forth  many  complimentary 
remarks.  Another  exhibition  will  be  held  at  the  school 
house  in  June.  We  urge  all  who  are  interested  to  visit  the 
school  at  that  time. 

The  schools  are  maintained,  primarily,  for  the  benefit 
of  the  children.  It  is,  therefore,  expected  that  every  child 
of  school  age  shall  attend  regularly.  Attention  has  been 
called,  through  the  columns  of  the  "Reporter,"  to  the  duty 
of  parents  in  regard  to  school  attendance.  It  is  our  pur- 
pose to  see  that  the  laws  in  regard  to  truancy  are  strictly 
enforced. 

We  desire  the  co-operation  of  the  parents  in  our  school 
work.  The  present  tendency  is  to  throw  the  whole  respon- 
sibility for  the  education  of  a  child  upon  the  teacher.  The 
teacher  is  willing  to  do  her  part  but  the  responsibility 
should  be  shared  by  the  patent.  The  efforts  of  the  teacher 
should  be  supplemented  in  the  home.  A  regular  study 
hour  for  pupils  in  the  upper  grades  and  in  the  high  school 
should  be  insisted  upon.  Late  hours  should  be  avoided 
and  attendance  upon  social  lunctions  during  the  school 
week  restricted.  A  wise  observance  of  some  of  the  laws  of 
health  as  relating  to  children  would  correct  many  of  the 
physical  conditions  which  are  now  attributed  to  over- work 
in  school.  I  trust  that  the  home  and  the  school  may  be 
brought  into  closer  relationship  in  their  attempt  to  educate 
the  child.

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Report  of  High  School  Principal 

To  THE  Superintendent  and  members  of  the  School 
Board: — 

Of  the  118  students  enrolled  in  our  High  School  this 
year,  45  have  taken  the  Latin,  16  the  English,  and  57  the 
Commercial  course  No  one  is  taking  the  Classical  course 
at  present  nor  does  this  seem  likely  to  prove  very  popular 
in  the  future. 

On  my  opinion,  we  are  offering  strong  courses  in  four 
years  of  Latin,  3  of  French,  3  of  German,  4  of  English,  4 
of  History  and  4  of  Mathematics.  Good  work  is  being 
done  in  the  two  years  devoted  to  stenography  and  type- 
writing. As  a  whole,  however,  the  Commercial  course 
needs  to  be  strengthened  by  devoting  more  of  the  time  to 
strictiy  Commercial  subjects.  Our  weakest  point  is 
Science.  Our  laboratory  equipment  in  Physics  is  entirely 
inadequate  and  that  in  Chemistry  is  not  much  better. 
Individual  apparatus  is  needed  for  the  best  results.  In 
Chemistry  this  is  partially  provided,  in  Physics,  not  at  all. 

The  students  have  shown  considerable  interest  in 
Drawing,  it  being  an  elective,  not  a  required  subject. 
Manual  training  is  now  occupying  a  prominent  position  in 
the  educational  world  and  has  proved  an  inspiiation  all 
along  the  line  in  many  High  Schools.  We  believe  it  a 
great  addition  in  any  school. 

Music  is  required  for  the  first  two  years,  and  elective 
the  last  two.    A  male  quartette  is  our  present  ambition. 
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Last  fall  tbe  music  taken  in  the  regular  periods  proved  a 
welcome  addition  on  the  occasion  of  the  speaking:  contest. 

Spelling  is  now  required  of  all  utiable  to  pass  a  satis- 
factory examination  at  the  beginning  of  each  half  year. 

We  have  tried  this  year  to  make  a  small  beginning  in 
the  way  of  Rhetoricals  and  Debates.  This  seems  to  me  an 
important  field,  and  perhaps  more  can  be  done  along  this 
lioe  another  year. 

I  would  like  to  call  the  attention  of  the  parents  to  the 
utmost  importance  of  regular  and  constant  attendance. 
Sickness  is  the  only  legitimate  excuse  for  absence.  Another 
essential  is  outside  study.  Few  of  our  students  are  able  to 
do  satisfactory  work  with  less  than  two  hours  of  outside 
study  each  day.  We  ask  that  Monday,  Tuesday,  Wednes- 
day and  Thursday  evenings  during  the  session  be  devoted 
to  school  work  to  this  extent,  and  that  the  parents  co-oper- 
ate with  us  in  this  matter. 

Beginning  with  the  opening  of  the  Spring  term,  I 
recommend  one  session  for  the  High  School,  This  would 
mean  that  school  would  begin  at  8:30  and  close  at  1:45.  In 
winter  it  would  be  necessary  to  change  the  hours  some- 
what. This  would  allow  two  recess  periods,  one  long 
enough  for  lunch.  I  believe  this  plan  would  prove  bene- 
ficial for  school,  students  and  teacheis. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  school  officials,  teachers, 
and  citizens  for  the  courtesies  extended  and  friendliness

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Health  Ofllcer's  Report 

It  every  tax  payer  in  our  town  could  see  or  realize 
as  we  have  seen  the  repair  ami  sanitary  improvements  made 
in  the  last  five  years,  we  know  it  would  be  a  very  easy 
matter  for  the  officers  to  make  more  iraproyements  in  the 
next  five,  and  they  are  still  needed.  There  is  no  one 
thing  that  contributes  so  much  in  making  our  town  beau- 
tiful and  attractive  as  healthful  and  artistic  school- build- 
ings. The  board  ol  health  of  New  York  make  the  state- 
ment, that  forty  per  cent,  of  all  deaths  are  caused  by 
breathing  impure  air.  If  this  be  true  should  we  not 
make  every  effort  possible  to  give  our  children  pure  air  ? 

HIGH  SCHOOL 

We  have  eliminated  one  great  evil  here,  the  over- 
crowded conditions.  With  the  new  building  and  its  several 
departments  we  have  plenty  of  room  now  for  the  scholars. 
The  buildings  are  in  good  sanitary  conditions. 

NORTH  SPRINGIELD 

Here  we  find  everything  in  as  good  condition  as  pos- 
sible under  the  circumstances — well  ventilated  and  all  in 
sanitary  conditions,  but  over-crowded.  We  are  all  dis- 
appointed that  we  did  not  get  the  new  building  that  is  so 
much  needed.  Twenty-one  scholars  in  one  room  and 
thirty-four  in  the  other,  and  more  should  be  in  atteddance 
here  instead  of  the.  Baker  district. 
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BAKER  DISTRICT 

I  staled  last  year  that  I  hoped  that  was  the  last  re- 
port required  for  this  buildiug.  I  will  only  say  it  is  unfit 
for  use. 

SPRINGFIELD  AND  CHESTER 

We  find  this  school  increasing  in  numbers,  seventeen 
scholars  this  year,  and  in  view  of  this  increase  it  is  still 
more  important  that  the  ventilation  shouM  be  improved. 
We  hope  to  see  a  jacketed  stove  here  next  year  and  some 
other  needed  improvements. 

PLEASANT  VALLEY 

It  was  thought  necessary  by  the  school  board  to  re- 
open this  school.  Ten  scholars  here  this  year.  If  this 
school  IS  continued  we  need  some  repairs  as  well  as  a  jack- 
eted stove.  Ventilation  poor  otherwise  sanitary  conditions 
good. 

SLAB  CITY 

We  were  pleased  to  find  great  improvements  here. 
The  new  out  buildings  are  in  fine  shape  and  this  change 
gives  good  cloak  rooms.  Now  we  want  the  jacketed  stove 
and  we  shall  then  have  what  has  long  been  wanted,  a  good 
school  building  in  Slab  City  and  with  twenty-one  scholars 
it  was  needed. 

SCRABBLE  SCHOOL 

As  we  live  in  a  progressive  ae:e  and  the  general 
tendency  is  toward  change  for  the  better,  the  cry  here  is 
for  a  new  name.  ''Hardscrabble,''  the  original  name, 
when  printed  is  not  pleasing  to  the  artistic  eye  nor  musi- 
cal to  the  sensitive  ear  of  the  teacher.  If  a  new  name  is 
desirable  I  would  suggest  "Burrville."    The  ventilation  is 
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good  and  no  trouble  in  keeping  the  room  at  an  even  tem- 
perature with  the  jacketed  stove,  but  the  sanitary  condi- 
tions an  not  what  they  should  be.  We  hope  to  get  them 
the  coming  year.  Fourteen  scholars  here  and  all  looked 
happy  and  in  good  health. 

PARKER  HILL 

We  find  twelve  scholars  here;  the  building  in  good 
condition  and  all  that  is  needed  is  a  jacketed  stove. 

BUTTON  DISTRICT 

This  school  has  been  closed  for  a  number  of  years. 
It  was  thought  necessary  by  the  school  board  to  re-open  it. 
The  building  has  been  put  in  thorough  renair,  new  out 
buildings,  making  now  pleasant  and  healthful  school  build- 
ings in  good,  sanitary  condition. 

GOULDS  MILLS 

This  school  house  is  in  good  condition,  well  ventila* 
ted  and  sanitary. 

GILL  DISTRICT 

An  increase  here  of  two  scholars,  making  the  num- 
ber seven.  The  buildings  are  in  good  repair,  but  if  this 
school  is  to  be  continued,  we  should  have  the  jacketed 
stove  as  ventilation  is  bad,  otherwise  in  good  sanitary 
conditioD. 

SPENCER  HOLLOW 

When  we  get  the  jacketed  stove  here,  we  will  have 
as  good  a  school  bouse  for  sixteeu  scbolaj-s  as  ig  needed  in 
any  town, 
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In  closing  my  report  as  health  officer  I  would  say 
that  in  accordance  with  the  new  pure  food  law,  all  aiilk 
delivered  in  the  corporation,  has  been  tested  and  found  to 
comply  with  the  standard  as  adopted  by  the  state.  All 
dairies  have  been  inspected  as  well  as  slaughter  houses  and 
meat  markets,  and  while  they  are  not  all  up  to  the  ideal, 
there  has  been  improvements,  and  we  hope  in  time  that  all 
will  reach  the  required  standard.
